Few fuc1i men are to be fotrad in tliis age of degeneracy.-----As he was wont tobe- 
flow fomany (perhaps unmerited) encomiums oa;.the.Ailvertifer, (for whom he had amorethan 
common regard) I ha:ve thought it hut grai^utto make this jufl retaliation, due .to his^ own 
charadler — which-'will be delineated more at large in the following advertifed publication. 

From ^jj fate, I anticipate my CK/TT.— His impaptia! condu£t, genteel fpir4t, and conijcien-

It has been faid, that as none of thoCe. are now living, who would have exerted themfelves 
n>ofl: fangttin«ly inimy favor, my fuccefs will be very precarious; as it depends more on the 
extent of particular connexions, than fobriety or abilities.- — —Tiicugh I muft own that this 
obferyation has foftie truth in it, whoever has read a letter that appeared a few weeks ago, inrthe 
iLondon newfpapers, (dated from the Isle of Wisht,) will (bed ^tear offympathy for the 

tragical ftory therein related.- This letter (wherein the difconfolate writer obferves, that a 

good Surgeon may be a bad Physician^ and vice-verfa) will be introduced in the before- 
named publieationj with fuitable' remarks on the occafiQn. — The cpnCideration of its contents- 
(wherein the author's fentiments coincide with hny own) prevents my ctiiming any merit, 
greater ^k^!l, (which'is often erroneoufty thoughf tobetbeeafe) from my iravingbeen fome years-- 
a Surgeon in the xiTmy,: during the couyfe of the iafb^ar. .

I cannot but think it more fair than endeavouring to delude the public by private artifice an^" 
impofition, — 'fuch as wearing Boots inftead of S^toes/ with a -view to be thought very mueh 
employed in country-bufinefs.— Thi^ fuppofed allurement caufes many pra£^itioncrs iit ^t#jr- 
ifc to keep horfes, who have otherwife no occafioii for them, and who often return from their 
joiirRey without haTirtg alighred.-i-But however fuch'ftale artifice may fucceed with the mif- v 
prejudiced and thofe who want fenfe to fee through the impofition^ it cari never prevail witK^ 
the difinterefted and difcerning part of mankind.

— But dlis drfguife, too, is eauly perceived by the fenfible and -^confiderate j oire -of- 
vrham aiking his informer, who told him of ouf Iov<?«idventurer's amafled riches, was anfwer- 
ed, it had been affirmed as fa(9: by fuch-^'Ofirei - who, uponr' enquiry, faid, he had heard it-fF©m 
fach-a-one; and that, from another; till, at length, it was found to have originally pror 
ceeded from oup Hero's own affetibn ; who might as well have called his five hundred pound' 
ai-TiHousAND,'£o eafily are the credulous pfepoflfefled! ' ' ' '
